Postal Telegraphy. 
The proposition made in the President's 
sage, and now under consideration in 
Congress, for placing the entire telegraphic 
system of .the country under control of 
the Government, in other words, of the 
Executive, can be considered as but one 
futher move toward imperialism. The 
arzument is its favor drawn from the 
experience of England has no place ia the 
discussion here. The workings of such a 
governmental surveillance over the private 
interests of the people in the monarchies 
of the old world and our Republic can 
have no relation—can not be the same from 
the facts in the case. Should the Presi- 
dent's recommendation become an accom- 
plished fact, every postmaster in the land 
could be made an Executive spy, and the 
only preventive cause would rest in the 
honesty of the Executive himself or in the 
outraged protests of the people. It is in 
just this that the difference lies between 
the practical werkings of the postal tele- 
graphic system of England and in its pre- 
sumptive effects if adopted in our own 
country. In Great Britain every post- 
master is not a direct dependent of the 
Government; his appeintment is not ex- 
clusively governed by his ‘devotion to 
the persona! interests of the Executive; 
his removal is nat sure to follow 
upon the slightest symptom of defection. 
No man dare say that such is not the ac- 
_knowledged fact with us. And the ex- 
_ perience of the past two years has taught 
us that reliance can hardly be placed in 
the indignant voice of the people. The 
encroachments of the central power have 
| been so many and have met with so slight 
| impediment that the postal telegraph 
made a fact would be accepted as such 
and the people would make the best of it, 
nay, would find excuse for it, as they have 
for the various arbitrary and centralizing 
measures of the past. It is a dangerous 
experiment at best. The power by it 
placed in the hands of the President—for, 
turn and twist the fact as you will, the 
control of the system depends upon the 
appointing power—would go far toward 
placing the private interests of the people 
at his absolute mercy. The New York 
Tribune puts a case that would be proba- 
ble enough under its workings: ‘‘Suppose 
it were sold to and run by the Govern- 
ment—that is, the party in power, no 
matter which—and on the morning of an 
exciting Presidential election the wires 
were to flash to every poll tidings of the 
sudden death of the opposition standard- 
bearer—what would his supporters be- 
lieve? What credit should they give to the 
story? 

It would be difficult to estimate the ex- 
act advance this proposition would make 
toward imperialism. No sensible man 
can Shut his eyes to the possible results. 
Given an ambitious and ‘unscrupulous 
President—anot such a stretch of imagina- 
tion—with absolute control through crea- 
tures of his appointment over a system of 
communication that has become a public 
necessity, and if a message of importance 
to his interests would escape his instant 
knowledge, then the history of the world 
goes for naught. There would be but two 
alternatives left the public: to consent to 
such surveillance or to abandon this meth- 
od of communication altogether. Then 
there would be left the President absolute 
manipulation of the entire general intelli- 
gence of the land, and it would not be hard 
to tell the advantage he might and would 
derive from it. We have an example at 
hand in the experience of Cuba, and there 
is nothing to prevent the same results pro- 
ceeding from the same system in the Uni- 
ted States. 

In brief, the advantages arising from the 
postal telegraphic system in this country 
would be but problematical; the possible 
and even probable results would be most 
disastrous. This is leaving out of the 
question the enormous and disproportion- 
ate expense to which it is said the Govern- 
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changed. Quagmires of 1960 are now 
solid with masonry, and country lanes, 
which but a few years ago wandered no- 
where to end ina duck-pond; are crowded 
with miles of handsome dwellings. At 
this moment hundreds of beantiful build- 
ings and thousands of lesser ones are go- 
ing up. The ratio of mortgages is small. 
The foundation of the wealth of the city 
is deep and well-constructed. Everything 
is square and mass, like our streets; and

We take it for granted that we shall get 

another Southern outlet. We need it. 

Criticism upon the management of the 

Louisville and Nashville railroad is idle so 
long as there is no competing line. That 
corporation is managed asa railway. It 

is handled in the interest of its stockhold- 
ers. And it never will be managed in any 
other—we may say never ought to be—if 
its officers are representative and honest. 
Louisville owns stock init. But this stock 
does not govern; and if we want freights 
reduced and special privileges given our 
merchandise the way to secure them is not 
in trying to control the road that is, 
but in building another, and then watch- 
ing both. We give the Fink adminis- 
tration credit for preceeding on profes- 
sional and legitimate principles of railway 
polity. We have no right to quarrel with 
this. If we would secure ourselves we 
must go beyond Mr. Newcoms and Colo- 
nel Fixx; we must go to that clement 
which they are bound to obey—the great 
law of competition. We must have an- 
other road. 
The commerce of Louisville might be 
more varied in its enterprise. It lacks 
public spirit and relies too much upon pri- 
vate effort. It wand u leader. What it 
has it owes our geographical position, not 
its own superior skill or dash. But if it 
will put its shoulder to the wheel with 
a will, next year’s work will count. 
We need at least two more bridges. We- 
spoke yesterday of the lack of immediate 
connection with New Albany, and urged 
a Market-street bridge. There ought also 
to be a bridge somewhere about the Neck, 
connecting with Jeffersonville. Our 
Northern, Eastern and Western railroad 
lines of communication would then be un- 
obstructed and perfect. These, with a 
Merchants’ Exchange, and adequate 
places of amusement, would place us away 
ahead of time and bring us up with Cin- 
cinnati, St. Louis and Chicago, which 
have beat us in enterprise, neither of the 
three cities—unless it be Chicago—having 


so good a location.

A Change of Policy- 
This time Cincinnati is going in to win. 
Last year she made a mistake. She sent a 
lot of honest, respectable old fogies to 
Frankfort, and as these did not understand 
the ropes, or would not pull them, the resalt 
was insult and failure. Another plan will 
be adopted the present session. Sharp men

CONTESTED ELECTIONS. 
This morning a fourth contested clection 
board was designated. It was in the case of 
8. Hodges vs. G. N. Wood, from the county 
of Crittenden. In the Fayette-county case, 
Dr. Price tells me it is claimed bythe Rad- 
‘feals that he concurred in the opening of the 
additional polle where so many negro votes 
were polled for Goodloe. This he denies, and 
declares that he can prove by the Judge of 
the Fayette County Court and other promi- 
nent citizens that he earnestly nrotested 
against the issuing of the order. After the 
thing had been decided on contrary to his 
wishes, he entered into an agreement as to 
the conduct of the clection, but he stoutly 
denies that he ever agreed to the opening of 
the additional voting places contrary to the 
provisions of the law. 

IMMIQRATION. 
Gov. Leslie, in his message, wisely recom- 
mends the passage of a law for the prome. 
tion of immigration to the Commonwealth, 
und the Senate, ou motion of Mr. Pope, has 
added an immigration committee to its list of 
standing eommittees. Mr. Pope, one of the 
Senators from Louisville, and the chairman 
of the committee, is cngaged in preparing a 
bill on the subject, which will be presented in 
the early part of the session. ‘ 
“FIRE-PROOF OFFICES.” 

A joint resolution was, to-day, passed by 
+ the House of Representatives appointing a 
committee to examine into, and report upon, 
the condition of the fire proof offices, for 
which an appropriation was made by a former 
Legislature, and about the proper construction 
of which there seems to have been so much 
difficulty. The building, which is a massive 
otrncturcythees stesso high looming up 
east end of the old State House, thus” far has 
cost $158,000. It is estimated that $25,000 
more will be required for its comple- 
tion. Mr. Mergill, the architect, assures me 
that it is now safe, and that no part of it will 
have to be reconstructed. The offices for the 
Governor, Secretary of State, Auditor and 
Treasurer are in an advanced state of con- 
struction, and, it Is promised, will be ready 
fos oceupancy in a very short time. The new 
Scnate chamber—which, by the way, was not 
at all contemplated in the original appropria- 
tion of $100,000 for ‘‘fire-proof offices’’—will 
require a good deal more money and a good 
deal more work before it is ready for use. 

LOUISVILLE AND KENTUCKY BANKS. 

Mr. Varnon to-day submitted a resolution, 
which passed the House, for the raising of a 
joint committee of three from the House and 
two from the Senate to go to Louisville and 
ascertain the value of the assets and amount 
of the reserve fund in the Bank of Kentucky 
and the Bank of Louisville, and why said fund 
has nt been distributed among the stock- 
holders—the committee to report whether it 
is advisable to sell the stock of the State. It 
is complained that under the existing manage- 
ment the management of these banks docs not 
at allinure to the benefit of the State as a 
stockholder.

M'‘CREERY AND BECK. 

I have spoken of Senator McCreery as an 
el-ctioneerer before the Legislature. eis a 
large and benevolentlooking gentleman, and, 
like all large bodies, moves slowly. Beck, on 
the other band, is brisk and perhaps a little 
brusk. He makes the acquaintance of half a 
dozen men while his ponderous and talented 
friend is trying to recollect whether he has ever 
before seen the gentleman who claims 
the bonor of shaking hands with him, and 
whether, if he has, his name happens to be 
Smith or Jones. McCreery, in his well-fitting 
swallow-tailed coat and generally dignified 
get-up, as he enunciates in measured tones, 
aud in a voice answering to his imposing ap- 
pearance, approved and sound Democratic 
doctrines to an admiring friend, presents a 
most striking contrast to his shrewd, practi- 
cal competitor, all life and vigor and energy, 
who is descanting in utterahce so rapid as to 
be at times almost unintelligible to a kuot of 
half a dozen gentlemen, not one of whom I 
should have supposed he ever saw before, 
but whose names, occupations and affairs he 
secms to know all about by some sort of in- 
tuition, upon the doings of the Kuklux com- 
mittee and the horrible enormities of the 
Radical party generally and specifically, 
upon the villainous policy of Grant and the 
Republican party at the South. Beck is by 
no means so imposing w looking gentleman 
as MeCreery; bat he is in first-rate condition, 
notwithstanding his recent arduous duties, 
aud itis plain enough at a guace that his 
physical health and ability have uot at all 
suflered by them. He impresses you as equal 
to any and evefy difficulty that may arise, 
With dl his unquestionable ability and 
statesmansbip, it ig not improb- 
able that McCreery will find this 
canny Scotchman a serious obstacle in his 
way to the Senatorial succession. Just at 
present there is no telling whether the oue 
or other, or either of them, will be returned 
to the Senate in Garrett Davis’ place.
